Young, vice-president of Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpora¬ 
tion, Ottawa, coming to Coleman 
on Monday, Sept. 23, to address a 
meeting, arrangements for which 
are being conducted by the Cole¬ 
man town council. 

Mayor Aboussafy is in receipt of 
the following letter from Major 
General Young: 

Mr. Frank Aboussafy, 

Mayor, Town of Coleman. 

Dear Sir: 

Communications have been re¬ 
ceived from various officials and 
organizations of municipalities in 
the Crows’ Nest Pass district of 
Alberta setting out the urgent need 
for providing housing for veterans 
in these communities. 

The matter has been given con¬ 
siderable study by this Corporation 
and is a matter of concern not only 
from the standpoint of the need for 
veterans’ housing, but also because 
of the need for increasing employ¬ 
ment in a very critical industry. 

Major-General H. A. Young, 
Vice President of this corporation, 
will be visiting the Prairie Provin¬ 
ces and British Columbia during 
the latter part of September. In 
order that he may have a first-hand 
view of the housing situation in the 
Crows Nest Pass area, and may 
have an oportunity of discussing 
the situation and possible remedial 
action with the various local offi¬ 
cials and organizations, General 
Young has arranged to visit, as 
many of the communities of the 
district as possible by car on Mon¬ 
day, September 23rd. 

Unfortunately, it is not possible * 
to state the exact time at which 
General Young will arrive at each 
place. The only indication along 
this line that can be given is that 
he will leave Lethbridge at ap¬ 
proximately 7.30 a.m. Monday and 
will visit the following communities 
in the order named: Bellevue, Hill- 
crest, Frank, Blairmore, Coleman.

Regular meeting of the council 
was held in the council chamber on . 
Tuesday evening. Present Mayor 
Aboussafy, Councillors Dutil, Lowe, 
Jenkins and Wilson. 

The financial statement for the 
past eight months was read and 
studied. Mayor Aboussafy warned 
that relief costs this year had far 
exceeded the $700 originally bud¬ 
geted. It was revealed that eight 
parties were given relief. Cause of 
the heavy outlay results from the 
town being held responsible for a 
party’s expenses in the Macleod 
hospital which amounts to $46 
monthly. In addition there are 
some young girls, the responsibil¬ 
ity of the town, residing in private 
and provincial homes. Close to 
$1,000 has already been spent with 
still several months remaining in 
the year. 

Mrs. Dugas was present and ask¬ 
ed for wood and coal. Her request 
for wood was granted. An appeal 
was received from Mrs. N. Deputak 
for wood and coal. Her request was 
granted. 

Mr. Bettinger, of east Coleman, 
was present to ask council to aid 
him in clearing up a mistake in his 
.tax notices. He claimed he has paid 
all taxes and Edmonton maintains 
he still owes $8.11. Secretary Lees 
told council Mr. Bettinger had paid 
all his taxes. She stated that the 
tax on the land in question really 
did not belong to Mr. Bettinger but 
to the Morrison Estate. Secretary 
Lees had already written Edmonton 
«xp*alrrtng the setup.. 

Fire Chief Antle submitted his 
monthly fire practice report. It re¬ 
vealed among either things that Joe 
Trotz’s truck driver had backed his 
truck into the fire hydrant close by 
the Fauville residence on Second 
street, breaking it and causing 
water damage to two homes. 

In the past Modem Electric had 
the contract for supplying the 
town with light bulbs. The dis¬ 
count was 20 per cent. The store 
can no longer see its way fit to 
grant the 20 per cent discount and 
has reduced it to 10 per cent. 
Council agreed to accept the dis¬ 
count reduction as only about $1.40 
per month is involved. 

The latest water analysis re¬ 
vealed that the water remains im¬ 
pure. The report also reveals that 
the water is in its worst contamin¬ 
ated state since the town authori¬ 
ties started sending samples to Ed¬ 
monton many years ago. 

Here is the official Bacteriological 
analysis: “Number of organisms 
per e.c. or each 15 drops—3,000. 
B. coli—Most probable numbers per 
100 c.c. 5.2. 

“The bacteriological examination 
of this sample shows the presence 
of potentially dangerous contami¬ 
nation. The water should not be 
used for human consumption with¬ 
out boiling it or otherwise suitably 
treating it” 

Councillor Jenkins reported to 
council that cattle owned by 
Charles Sartoris, of Blairmore, had 
been driven along the creek leading 
to the dam, The report is to be in¬ 
vestigated and if* found to be cor¬ 
rect a letter will be sent Mr. Sar¬ 
toris that such a practice is not 
permissahle. 

The MHO submitted his monthly 


health report It revealed that dy- 
sentry had been prevalent dnuing 
the month. One case of whooping 
cough was cared for. One case of 
VD had been found and was now 
receiving treatment. 

An insurance policy was renewed 
with Fred Antrobus. 

Coleman Light & Water Co., was 
asked to charge a $139.54 dollar ac¬ 
count to maintenance. The invoice 
is the result of work and material 
required to extend the town light¬ 
ing system to several dark areas. 

The Municipal Inspector’s report 
was read. It praised secretary 
Gladys Lees for the excellent shape 
in which she keeps her cash re¬ 
cords. Various points were brought 
to council’s attention and they 
were dealt with in the proper man¬ 
ner. 

The Bucar Brothers were pre¬ 
sent to ask council to demolish a 
tree nearby their bakery premises 
in order to allow them to place an 
advertising sign alongside the 
building. They also asked if a tax 
was being made against the numer¬ 
ous bakeries whicjj were bringing 
their produce into town. The Town 
& Village Act states that no tax 
can be levied against Alberta made 
goods and bread is in this category. 

Council received a letter from 
Major General H. A. Young, vice- 
president of Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, Ottawa, stat¬ 
ing that he would be in the Pass on 
Monday, Se_pt. 23. Council will 
sponsor a meeting to be held in 
C hi n an ana extend invitations to 
all Pass leaders interested in hous¬ 
ing to attend this meeting which 
will be addressed by Major General 
Young. 

The mayor has received corres¬ 
pondence from the secretary of the 
provincial municipal association 
stating that he was Ijging placed on 
the resolutions committee which 
will function at the October con¬ 
vention to be held in Edmonton. 
Council moved that the mayor be 
one of the official delegates to rep¬ 
resent Coleman at the convention. 
By council’s prompt act the mayor 
will now be free to accept the 
honor of acting on the resolutions 
committee. It is very probable that 
other delegates will be chosen to 
attend the convention at the next 
meeting of thg council. 

Town foreman Joe Malanchuk 
was again chosen to act as enum¬ 
erator to secure the names of all 
voters eligible for the municipal 
elections next February. 

A tax sale of two properties will 
be held on October 15. Council at 
its next meeting, will determine the 
price to be asked for each parcel. 

Numerous accounts were passed 
for payment.

Preponderant Vote in Favor of 
Strike Action Appears to Have 
Been A Foregone Conclusion. 

Miners in the Bituminous coal 
fields of District 18 took a vote on 
the question of granting their 
leaders the power to call a strike 
should the latter find it necessary 
tc do so in order to force the 
granting of the new agreement de¬ 
mands asked from the mine opera¬ 
tors. 

The vote was taken on Tuesday 
and by 6 p.m. the following results 
were released from the three Pass , 
towns. 

Coleman—Yes 597, No 73 Spoiled 
1; Blairmore—Yes 409 No 29 
Spoiled 1; Bellevue-Hillcrest—Yes 
580 No 47 Spoiled 1. 

It is expected that the same re¬ 
sults will be maintained throughout 
the district. 

While the result of granting the 
power of strike action was a fore¬ 
gone conclusion the vote was neces¬ 
sary in order to have the sanction 
officially recorded. Surprise has 
been voiced at the number of “no” 
votes recorded in Coleman. 

Coleman Union officials point out 
that while the District leaders now 
have the power to call a strike it 
does not mean that a strike will be 
called. The progress of negotiations 
between the mine operators and 
union leaders will be the determin¬ 
ing factor as to whether or not a 
strike is called.

Soil Conservation 


SOIL CONSERVATION has been a subject of-interest to farmers and I more, 
agricultural scientists in this country for many years. Members of these 
groups have long been conscious of the importance of the problems related 
to soil erosion, but it is doubtful if the population as a whole has realized 
how serious is the need for prompt and efficient action in this connection. 

Recent surveys have shown that the acreage of “bad lands”, the name 
applied to areas in which the soil is no longer fertile, is increasing. 

1941 it was found that in the Prairie Provinces alone there were more 
than four million acres of abandoned farm lands. These lands would have 
a'potential yield of 62,400,000 bushels of wheat each year, an item which 
would be far from negligible in increasing Canada’s contribution to the 
world's food supply. 

The subject of soil erosion is dealt with in a recent 
article published by the Royal Bank of Canada. 

In this article the writer states that scientists 
have found that it takes nature about five hundred 
years to make one inch of good topsoil, “but this precious source of food 
and living is; being washed from beneath our feet, or blown into the air, 
at terrific rates.” The problem is one that is common to every province 
in Canada, but it has always been especially serious on the Prairies where 
wind, and the lack of trees in many districts, have kept it always before 
the people living there. Much has been accomplished under the terms 
of the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act, passed in 1935. This act provides

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A GOVERNMENT INQUIRY 
MAY BE OPENED ON CLOSED 
SHOP POLICY IN BRITAIN 


LONDON.—A government Inquiry n 
probably soon will be opened into the 
merits and demerits of a "closed! 
shop” policy in British industry. 

Union demands for “closed shop” j 
agreements with employers are a new j 
factor in British industrial relations] 
resulting in a wave of unrest con-1 
• sidered more serious than any since | 
VJ-day. 

Prime Minister Attlee's labor ad¬ 
ministration, owing much of its poli¬ 
tical support to organized labor, has 
teen anxious to avoid any suggestion 
of interference in the labor field. 
Now its hand is being forced by a 
series of jurisdictional disputes— 
actual and threatened — between 
unions inside and outside the trade 
union's congress. 

A labor department spokesman 
said recently the ministry now is 
awaiting application from employer 
and employee groups for establish¬ 
ment of a court of inquiry into the 
situation. Such a body would be set 
up as soon as a request comes in, he 
said, although he did not know the 
exact form the iquiry would take. 

Presumably the action would be 
taken immediately, for that would 
answer in advance a Liberal party 
motion, scheduled to be introduced in 
the house of commons when parlia¬ 
ment reassembles next month, pro¬ 
testing the enforcement of a "closed 
shop” and calling for a royal com¬ 
mission to study its operation and 
effect. 

Current argument, which has 
brought publication of scores of j 
statements and letters in the coun¬ 
try’s press, has been stirred up by a 
London passenger transport board 
decision not to continue in its ser¬ 
vice any employee in grades covered 
by agreements with the transport and j 
general workers’ union who is not a I 
member of that union. 

The view has been expressed that 
its policy is likely to be extended to! 
other publicly-owned industries once j 
the government’s nationalization I 
policy is in effect. Already the na- j 
tional union of mineworkers, func- j 
tioning in coal mines soon to come 
under state ownership, has demanded 
introduction of the “closed shop" 
policy. 

Editorially, newspapers — with the 
notable exception of the Labor Daily | 
Herald—have been critical of the 
"closed shop” idea, many claiming 
it involves infringement upon individ¬ 
ual rights. 

Involved in most recent jurisdic¬ 
tional disputes has been the sprawl¬ 
ing transport and general workers

- Lyon Lightstone, I 
45, a manufacturers’ agent, fell to 
his death from the roof of the 12- 
story Hotel Georgia . in downtown 
Vancouver. 

It was the second death plunge 
from a Georgia street building with¬ 
in a week. Jack Smedley, 35, also 
plunged from a doctor's office in the 
nearby Medical Dental building. 

Lightstone’s body was found lying 
face down in the alleyway between 
the Georgia and Devonshire hotels. 
Sole witness to the tragedy was H. 
B. MacLean sitting in a doctor’s 
office in the Medical Dental building. 
Mr. MacLean, a handwriting expert, 
said that after Lightstone had walked 
around the roof for a few minutes, 
he climbed on the balustrade and 
jumped with his arms extended.

The bureau added that with more 
favorable crops in the west this year 
and a higher initial price for wheat, 
together with indications for good 
crops in other provinces, it was prob¬ 
able that income in the last six 
months of 1946 would be higher than 
in the same period of 1945 and that 
the cash income of Canadian farmers 
consequently would be maintained 
near the level of 1945. 

Estimates of cash income for the 
half-year by provinces, with figures 
for the corresponding period of 1945 
in brackets, include: Manitoba $51,-

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CITIZENSHIP LAW 


Changes Have Been Made In Britain 
To Help Many Who Were 
Married During Wartime 

The forthcoming changes in the 
British citizenship law announced by 
Mr. Chuter Ede, Home Secretary, on 
August 1st have special importance 
at the present time because of the 
large number , of British women who 
married servicemen from other coun¬ 
tries. 

Under the existing law, a British 
woman who marries an alien loses 
her British citizenship if, by the 
law of her husband’s country, she 
acquires fiis citizenship. This rule 
does not affect those British women 
who married American servicemen: 
they retain British citizenship 


working on farms in Ontario, Mani¬ 
toba and Alberta, slightly more than 
last year. 

A London Dally, Graphic column¬ 
ist said that of the 6,000 Canadian 
servicemen left in Britain some will 
be there for five or more years. 

Canadian fluid milk sales in 1945 
reached an all-time high of over four 
billion pounds, and are expected to 
increase another 5 to 10 per cent. 

The Government of South Africa 
have appointed a director of food 
supplies and distribution to organ¬ 
ize a cereal ration scheme in urban 
areas. 

The land doesn’t seem to have lost 
its appeal for girls. In the first 
week of its new recruiting campaign 
the British Women’s Land Army re¬ 
ceived over 1,400 inquiries. 

During the first year of demobil¬ 
ization 3,150,000 demobilization out¬ 
fits, or 31,500,000 separate items of 
clothing were issued to men and wo¬ 
men leaving the services. 

Reconstruction Minister Howe told 
the commons it “is true that the cost 
of operating aviation facilities in 
Canada are greatly in excess of the 
revenue derived therefrom.” 

Eire is preparing to compete with 
all comers for the British bacon 
market. The government has decided 
to tighten control of the hog indus¬ 
try, supplied by 350,000 farmers. 

A new granary costing $4,500,000, 
the biggest milling project of its 
kind in Scotland, is to be built in 
Renfrew, by a Clydeside company. It 
is intended mainly to handle grain 
from Canada. 

A special laboratory is being 
erected at Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., 
where disease cultures will be de¬ 
veloped to combat such forest in-" 
sects as spruce budworm and hem¬ 
lock looper. 


, since 

they did not become American citi¬ 
zens by marriage. But those who 
married servicemen of certain other 
countries acquired their husband's 
citizenship on marriage, and there¬ 
fore automatically lost their British 
citizenship. The law will now be 
changed so that a British woman will 
never lose her citizenship by mar¬ 
riage. 

Another aspect of the existing law 
is that a non-British woman who 
marries a British man automatically 
acquires British citizenship. This, 
too, will be changed under the new 
legislation. In future the alien wife 
of a Briton will have to apply for 
naturalization in order to become a 
British citizen herself. 

These forthcoming changes have 
long'been urged by women’s organ¬ 
izations. The rule that a British 
woman loses citizenship by marriage 
to an alien dates from 1878, and un¬ 
til 1933 she lost her own citizenship 
whether or not she acquired her hus¬ 
band’s. She might, therefore, become 
stateless, e.g. by marriage to an Am¬ 
erican. In 1933 the law was changed

Plan Is Started For Training 
Diplomats In England 

A new system of training diplo¬ 
mats has been started at the gov¬ 
ernment training centre at Cobham, 
Surrey. Under it, future ambassa¬ 
dors nail bits of wood together, 
patiently pile up bricks, and demon - 1 
strate their parlor manners before 
the inquisitive eyes of psychologists. 

Candidates for key jobs in the 
foreign and domestic service must 
undergo the three-day test at Soke 
d’Abernon Manor, which was used 
during the war by the army for 
similar purposes. Only a few are 
passed. 

The candidates come as "guests”, 
being greeted by a pleasant hostess 
who pins on each a number by which 
he is known duriftg his stay. The 
staff live in the main house while 
the visitors are put up in comfortable 
army huts nearby. 

Special Observers are In each group, 
watching the candidates as they un¬ 
dergo tests, eat their meals or relax 
in a well-supplied bar. Quizzies are 
conducted, and all sorts of annoying, 
petty tasks—including the dismant¬ 
ling and reassembling of a water 
tank—are imposed. 

Patience and tact are two prime 
factors sought. Of 700 foreign office 
candidates tested last summer, 15 
were passed and 670 rejected. The 
other 15 were placed on the reserve 
and may still be called.
